ill' recent amazing exploit of 


Henry Leonard, a messenger 
twc»t>* years of age 111 tho vm- 
liloy of u New- York firm of 


broker*, marks a decided variation In 
tho annals of criminality. Without the 
exorcise of extraordinary skill and 
through the customary clianneln of 
everyday banXInc life thl« young man 
»uccc««cu In obtalnlnB securities for 
JS59.0M which had been deposited In 
the City National bank as security for 
a loan ol J300.000 innde to » customer. 


Leonurd hud been wltli hlJ employers 


four yearn, tind they had a good opin- 
ion of him. Ho was u°ov<s lho ttveraijo 
tchoolboy In Bcntral attainment, mill 
Ills reputation had been excellent. Ho 
wns regarded 6y Ills employers as a 
promtslne youmrstcr and was being 
paid a salary of J20 ft week, which was 
IK Itself an Indication that lie was ap- 
preciated. 
Ho was rather reserved In 


his manner, but he had been hoard to 
express his opinion that the present 
system adopted by ba.nklns institutions 
was faulty and subject to numerous 
end unnecessary risks. 
His compan- 


ion clerks In the onicn dissented from 
this view, but Leonard persisted. 


The tlmo came when he was able to 


verify his opinion. Ono day he came 
across i-n old check of the 'firm by 
which he was employed bearing the 
certillcution of tho Hanover National 
Dank. Ho clipped off the bank's n'.- 
testatlon. took It to a maker, of rubber 
stamps and ordered a duplicate, alleg- 
ing that he had lost tho stamp and 
would lose his situation if ho could not 
substitute an exact copy. Ho was hard 
to please and several stamps were made 
before he was satisfied. When he had 
obtained what ho wanted he ordered _ U 
sent to an assumed, address In care of 
H.branch of tho Young Men's Christian 
association, forgetting to claim and 
take away the canceled check which ho 
had left with tho stampmakcr as a 
sample. Ho had the forethought, how- 
ever, to make certain that the new 
stamp was an exact reproduction of the 
old one. This was the first step In tho 
scheme, and he waited for a further 
opportunity. 


It came sooner oven than he had ex- 


pected. As he stood one morning in 
the City National bank awaiting his 
turn lie chanced to overhear a business 
discussion which was going on between 
a bank clerk and a messenger for a 
brokerage firm. 
It concerned a loan 


of-$300,000 made by the bank to tho 
messenger's firm, and the clerk was 
explaining that a. mistake had been 
made In the Interest—that It was 4H 
instead of 4 U per cent, as was marked 
on the envelope. Leonard made a note 
of the correction and also of the 
amount. It had occurred to him that 
the opportunity for his projected coup 
had arrived.

Ho was nbovo tho average 
schoolboy In general attainment, and 
lils reputation had been excellent Ho 
won regarded by his employers as a 
promising younester and was being 
paid a salary of $20 a week, which was 
In itself an Indication that he was ap- 
preciated. Ho was rather reserved In 
his manner, but he bad been heard to 
express his opinion that the present 
•ystem adopted by banking Institutions 
was faulty and subject to numerous 
end unnecessary risks. Ills compan- 
ion clerks In the office dissented from 
this view, but Leonard persisted.
